Attorney General Brundage will in 
person ask the special school grand 
jury tonight if there is basis for the 
veiled charges that politics has entered 
to hinder its deliberations. 

Four members of the grand jury last 
night severally denied there had been 
any tinge of “ politics ” in the work of 
the prosecuting authorities. 

The grand jury, which has consid- 
ered the testimony of more than 250 
witnesses and has returned a blanket 
indictment against numerous Officials 
of the school board and against Fred 
Lundin, Virtus Rohm, Louis Picquett 
and others regarded as politically re- 
sponsible for school board boodling, is 
to be assembled at the request of the 
attorney general, made last night.

“ Resolved, that we appeal to all hon- 
est, fair minded men and women 
throughout the world to use their good 
offices to induce France immediately 
to withdraw its military forces from 
the occupied districts and urge that 
the Versailles treaty shall be abro- 
gated and all questions of reasonable 
reparations be submitted to a neutral 
forum.”

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Takes All Blame. 

The hints came in a long letter, con- 
sisting of five closely typed pages, in 
which he outlined his entire financial 
career, shouldered complete responsi- 
bility for his failures, and ended with 
a bitter arraignment of Insurance 
Commissioner Hadley of New York. 

The letter, written on the stationery 
of a Buffalo, N. Y., hotel, was mailed 
somewhere in Texas or in Mexico. It 
indicated that Marcino might end his 
life so that his creditors would realize 
from his $100,000 worth of life insur- 
ance. 

“ The only thing that remains for me 
to do,” he wrote, “is to disappear from 
the face of this earth into ollivion, or 
endure a life of suffering and wilder- 
ness. I want you to know the t.uve 
facts. I don't deserve any ComMs.. -.a- 
tion from you. I only hope within a 
few years, through the proceeds of my 
insurance, to repay my creditors.” 

Goldman Tells His Story. 

Mr. Goldman told of the letter and 
of what he knows of the youthful 
financier’s tangled affairs in the office 
of his attorney, John -:3. Fruchtl, an 
associate of Charles E. Zrbstein. He 
wept frequently during the recital, re- 
peating again and again that he has 
been the victim of Marcino.

“I want you to see James A. Patten, 
who was a member of the Citizens’ 
Committee to Enforce the Landis 
Award,” he said. “It is a good thing 
for the American people to get face to 
face with the men who are fighting 
their battles.”

NUEVA GERONA, Isle of Pines,

States favoring the acquisition of cer- 
tain British West Indies and other 
foreign owned islands off the American 
coast, the Hay-Quezeda treaty now be 
fore the senate would give to Cuba 
the Isle of Pines, owned by the United 
States, although governed by Cuban 
Officials and laws under a mandate 
from the United States.

The scarred area 
is generally devoid of pigment, but sur- 
rounding the white area isa zone of deep 
pigmentation. This peculiarity of the

For a long time alastrim was consid- 
ered to be a new disease and, therefore, 
different from smallpox. Now it is rec- 
ognized as being a modified smallpox,
